M‘Donald all swore that defendant was drunk 
on the occasion. 

Defendant said that he had been driving for 
twelve years, and this was the first charge 
that had been prong against him. 

The Chairman (Mr. G. M‘Elroy, R.M.) said 
that the defendant might have killed all the 
people in the bus. It was the first case 
in which he had heard a doctor coming up 
and swearing positively that a man was 
drunk. He thought that the people connected 
with this company deserved credit, because 
when they found a man was drunk they 
admitted it, and took the consequences, and 
that was the proper thing to do. 

The magistrates were sorry for the 
defendant, but they had no option but to 
fine him £5 and disqualify him from driving 
for twelve months.

Germany and the Soviet. ° - 
The Council of the League of Nations 
began its public sessions at Geneva yester- 
‘lay in an atmosphere of international 
uneasiness, No fewer than thirty-five 
items appear on the agenda; but the real 
work of the Council will. be done, now as 
ever, dans les coulisses. On this occasion 
the most urgent problem that faces Europe 
is the menace of- Russian Bolshevism. 
Documents which have reached the British 
Foreign Office from China prove clearly 
that Russian influence in that country has 
been directed steadily towards mischiel- 
making. The raid on the Soviet head- 


quarters in Peking revealed the fact that 


Moscow had been in constant touch with 
the Cantonese leaders; and that, in short, 
the Bolsheviks had been pursuing. their 
traditional policy of world revolutionary 
propaganda, The outrageous charges 
against Great Britain. that have followed 
the murder of the Russian Minister to 
Poland supplement the Chinese docu- 
ments. Soviet Russia is determined’ to 
destroy not only the British Empire, but 
every Power that stands for stability and 
order in the world. It is exerting all its 
malignant influence to counteract’ the 
beneficent work of the League of Nations, 
and slowly but surely is creating a situa- 
tion in which civilisation will be forced 
to make a final choice between Moscow 
and Geneva. 5 

Britain and France are at one in their 
attitude towards the Russians. The 
French Government has been stiffened in 
its opposition to the Soviet as a result 
of Méscow’s attitude towards Poland; 
and it is determined that Russian 
aggression shall be resisted. It is more 
than likely, therefore, that Sir Austen 
Chamberlain will take advantage of the 
meeting of the League of Nations Council 
to learn the views of the German 
Foreign Secretary on this most deli- 
cate matter. During the last few 
years Herr Stresemann has been playing 
Germany's traditional fóle as mediator 
between East and West, and his policy 
now will be of the utmost importance to 
the peace of Europe. By virtue of the 
Pact of Berlin, the German Government 
to a certain extent is pledged toneutrality 
in the event of a dispute between Russia 
and any of the ‘European. Powers. 
Furthermore, the Berlin Government has 
its own quarrels with Poland concerning 
Upper Silesia and various. problems that 
affect the corridor. In ordinary circum- 
stances; therefore, Germany would not be 
likely to join Britain and France in & 
demonstration of European solidarity 
against the Bolshevist threat; but the 
circumstances that exist at present are 
quite exceptional. Herr Stresemann has 
certain objects which lie very close to 
his heart. In the first place, he seeks 
the withdrawal of the allied troops from 
the Rhineland. Again, he is anxious to 
secure the readjustment of the Dawes 
reparation annuities, which are pressing 
more and more heavily on German’ in- 
dustry and trade. ee ee 
From the German point of view the most 
urgent problem of the day is the military 
oocupation of the Rhenish provinces, . In 
this continuance of allied control Germany 
bees a standing symbol of her defeat in 
the war, and, if Herr Stresemann could 
secure its removal, the whole nation’ would 
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have survived hitherto, and we hope that 
they will continue to survive. On the one 
hand, while many ‘expletives: may be 
harmless, nobody associates them with 


high sincerity or intelligence. On the 
other hand, there are standards of public: 


conduct which never are lowered without 
some measure of public loss. Criticism 
save in extreme cases—does not concern 


| itself with the private lives of politicians, 


but it demands from them, in the practice 


of their art, a constant recognition of 
definite responsibilities. The politician, 


whether in office or expectant of office, is 
a leader of public opinion. Everything 
that he says or does as a politician is 
carried far by the sounding-board of the 
newspapers. If we believe that government 
—which deals with the vital interests of 
men and States—is a serioys business, we 
must believe also that the politician who 
fails to take it seriously is. setting a bad 
example. 

We are making this point because 
the Free State election campaign, though 
orderly on. the whole, was, in some 
respects, not edifying. In giving thanks 
for his election at Kilkenny as a supporter 
of Mr. Cosgrave's Government, Mr. Denis 
Gorey said that “they all had a damn 
good run for their money up to the last 
lap. If Mr. Gorey meant that the 
campaign had produced a plentiful supply 
of “damns,’’ we admit the truth of his 
words, but cannot share his apparent 
satisfaction. With few exceptions, the. 
standard of the election speeches was 
singularly low. On the Government side 
only Mr. Cosgravé and one or two other 
persons addressed themselves to the 
reasoned defence of their principles and 
policy. Many of the Government s spokes- 
men, including Ministers, indulged freely 
in personal attacks on their opponents ; 
many of them competed with hecklers in 
the use of coarse and violent language; 
many of their speeches were as full of 
damns as they were void of effective 
argument. To censure such political 
phenomena is not to be a Puritan. 
Judicious men of all parties may grieve 
that candidates of any party should be 
willing to descend to the level of the 
roughest elements in their audiences. The 
young Free State is just in that critical 
stage when traditions are being formed 


that will mould the future life of the 


nation. It matters much whether the 
State is to have a vulgar or a decent 


tradition in polities; ‘for that tradition 


will influence the whole. conduct of public 
life, from Parliament down to the re- 
motest of rural councils. What a pity it 
is that the “island of saints and. 
scholars is recalled to-day only in 
perorations, and has ceased to inspire the 
thoughts and actions of living Irishmen! 


We do not suggest that Irish politics | 
shall be deprived. of all the ingredients 


that have made politics fascinating in 
every age—votum, timor, ira, voluptas, 
gaudia, discursus. We do suggest that 
the great game shall be played to the 
credit of the players and of the nation, 
and with its proper weapons. There is 4

Rural Architecture. 

Life in a mud cabin hardly can be 
comfortable or healthy; but certainly it 
is more picturesque than life in some of 
the box-like dwellings which have arisen 
in the countryside since the beginning of 
the century. The graceful slope of the 
walls, the soit and clinging lines of the 
thatched roof, often afforded in the old- 
time cottages of Ireland a homely beauty 
that was in harmony with the environ- 
ment. Often these cottages yielded place 
to sharply rectangular and ill-pro- 
portioned houses, with windows and doors 
puncturing the walls at ugly intervals. 
In many a place a pleasant valley or a 
leafy road has been marred by these 
eyesores. In England the same evil is yet 
more widely prevalent; for not merely 
labourers’ cottages, but bungalows built 
for holiday purposes by prosperous folk, 
have outraged the amenities of nature.

The most elementary courtesy should pre- 
mo. this. 

As regards the demand made in the 
Soviet Note, that Russian emigrés holding 
anti-Soviet opinions should be expelled 
from Polish territory, & preliminary con- 
dition would be that Russia should drive 
out of her territory the Third Interna- 
tional, whose activities were directed 
against Poland. 

The newspapers say that the ‘Polish 
Government is anxious not to add fuel to 
the fire, and the best way to avoid doing 
so is by refraining from entering into a 
useless dispute that can lead nowhere.
